After luncheon their majesties left 


Marlborough house. The morning-'s 
ovation was repeated the whole way 
to Charing Cross railroad station, 
where Emperor William and the 
crown prince of Germany, Frederick 
William, took a train for Fort Vic- 
toria, where the Hohenzollern is 
awaiting them, after the most affec- 
tionate farewells.

Such expressions 
have reached me from all parts of my 
vast empire, while at home the sor-

"The consciousness of this generous 


spirit of devotion and loyalty among 
the imillions of my subjects and of 
the feeling that we all are sharing in

;er than any sovereign who has pre- 
ceeded him on the English, throne, 
and he is not likely to be disappoint- 
ed in his reliance on their loyalty. 


King Edward's messages to the 


British nation and people of India 
H'eathe the same spirit and follow the 
same lines as his message to the peo- 
ple of Greater Britain in recalling the 
fact that Queen Victoria was the 
first British sovereign to take upon 
herself direct administration of In- 
dian affairs ^nd that the king as 
prince of Wales visited the countiy 
many years ago. The loyal address 
will doubtless make a deep impies- 
sion on the minds of the imaginative 
people of British India, and help to 
foster their loyalty. 


Preparation are being made for 


the opening of pailiainent by the 
king in person on Thursday week. 
No decision has yet been arrived at 
as to the ceiemonial to be observed on 
;his occasion, but it is understood 
that the proceedings will be conduct- 
ed with all the pomp and circum- 
stance of full state.

pital authorities having care of the 
wife and child of Janitor Wm. S. 
Goldthwaite, who were overcome by 
smoke and barely escaped death in a 
State street nre early today, stated 
this forenoon that the patients were 
doing well. 


The rescue by firemen of Mrs, 


Goldthwaite and the 12-year-old boy, 
after they had fallen back from the 
fifth story window, whence they 
sought to escape, was one of the most 
thrilling known at a Boston fire in a 
long time. 


The Ooldthwaites occupied the top 


floor as a dwelling. When the fire- 
men reached the place the whole 
building seemed to be in flames. 


While the ladders 
were being 


-aised, far up amid the clouds of 
smoke, a woman's face appeared and 
screams sounded above the roar of the 
lames. 


When it was seen that a child, too, 


was there, a life net was run out, but 
the woman was told not to jump as 
help was coming. A moment later 
she was seen to sway and fall back 
nto the building. Five firemen made 
their way by various ladders to the 
fifth floor and after grouping about 
for fully fifteen minutes in the dense 
smoke, found the woman and her son 
unconscious. 


The loss probably will be $30,000, 


including that on the building and 
property of occupants.

l/2 years, the father rushed 


into the snow, barefooted, in his 
night robe. 


"My God," she shrieked, "Will no 


one come and help me save my chil- 
dren?" 


A neighbor of the name of Murray, 


and his wife, rushed to his aid, and 
took charge of the children. The in- 
sane mother tried to get her children 
back from the Hurrays, and 
the 


father had to hold her pinioned to 
the floor until the children were 
taken from her sight. Though her 
form was wasted from sickness, it 
was all he could do to control her. 


The glass in one of the doors of 


their home was shattered during the 
struggle. No further sleep was pos- 
sible for the unhappy man during 
the night, ad when morning came he 
sent for the police patrol, and the 
young wife was taken to the jail; but 
not before her religious frenzy drove 
her to attempt another sacrifice to 
God.
